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Carontawan (Kar-on-ta-wn) Attributed to Native 
American origins, meaning Little Town on the Hill, it is 
more than just a great descriptor of Mansfield. It is the 
yearly record of the people, events, pictures, and 
stories that shape our University. However, since 
1989, the Carontawan Yearbook has not been 
cataloging our stories, or capturing the events of MU 
students, but that is all about to change. It is time to 
clear a space on bookshelves everywhere, because 
for the first time in 25 years, students at Mansfield 
University have pulled together to revive this 
publication. With such a rich past at Mansfield 
University, we knew it would be a struggle to bring back 
the publication and make it exciting again. In the 
generation of social media, we understood that our 
book had to be just as technologically savvy as we are. 
From humble beginnings as the Mansfield Catalog in 
the late 1800’s, to the Carontawan Yearbook in 1918, 
we wanted to reinvent the next generation of the 
Carontawan.

Inspired by the 1952 Carontawan, the interlocking bars theme was borrowed for the 
2015 publication. The theme is carried thoughout the book, and hints on the predrawn 
lines left behind by the publications rich past and our vision to color outside of them 
and produce something that represents us, our school, and our devoted spirit to 
capturing the stories of Mansfield University for generations to come. The book fetures 
an RE theme, stemming from the concept of the REvival, REimagination, and the REturn 
of the Carontawan, a book whose rich past we hoped to capture and preserve. 



With no template to pull from, our direction was our imagination, we completely 
REimagined and REvamped the book. The book is laid out in a chronological order 
for the first time; making it more like a story and less like the catalog of the past.

Another 3D Frontier being 
explored involves the UAV within 
the department. Using a 
computer program, and several 
hundred arieal images taken 
with the UAV, the department is 
able to construct a 3D model of 
the subject using a technique 


After recieveing funding from the Tioga County Board of 
Commisioners, the Mansfield Geoscience Department was able to 
purchase a high end 3D printer. Printers like the one housed in 
Belknaop are becoming regular things on college campuses, used 
by art majors, computer science majors, and even those within the 
natural sciences. A quick search on your favorite search engine will 
bring up results such as headlines including 3D printing organs, 
and other body parts, even the occasional pizza. 

The Geoscience department is using this technology to study the relationship 
of multiple variables with topograpohy. By using topographic information 
provided by the Tioga County GIS Department, students and faculty are able to 
create files that can be converted to 3D printable models. Using this method in 
tandem with image projections, students and faculty will be able to better 
study water drainage patterns, and relationships between social variobles and 
land forms.
